DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - 
“I just thank God that Trisha 
was there,” say s Thomas Mor­ 
ris, who lay p inned under his 
auto and turned to his 3-y ear- 
old daughter for help . 
Morris, 31, had been work ing 
beneath the car at his Des 
Moines home when a jack 
slip p ed and the auto fell. 
Only his left arm was free, 
and only Trisha was there to 
aid him. Mrs. Morris was at 


work and an older daughter 
was in school. 
“The front end of the car fell 
on my face and chest and my 
right arm was p inned,” Morris 
said Thursday . ‘T k new I had 
to get out of there in a hurry .” 
The car tires p revented him 
from being crushed by the full 
weight of the auto. 
“I started hollering. I don’t 
k now for sure if I p assed out — 
I may have -- but when I start­ 


ed shouting, Trisha came to see 
what was the matter." 
Morris said he didn’t want to 
frighten the child, but he want­ 
ed her to realize the situation 
was desp erate and that she 
must resp ond. 
“I just told her ‘Daddy is 
hurt’ and I ask ed her to get the 
jack from under the car and 
p ut it where I could reach it 
with my left hand,” Morris 
said. 
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“She cried a little bit, but I 
calmed her down and she did 
what I ask ed her to do.” 
He said Trisha p laced the 
jack near his free hand, but he 
was unable to raise the auto 
without a jack handle. 
“I ask ed her to get me a 
screw driver, which she did, 
and 1 used it in the jack to 
raise the car off m e,” he said. 
If it hadn’t been for Trisha, 
Morris said, “I’d have lain 


there about two hours before 
my wife got home. The p olice 
don’t think I’d have lived that 
long.” 
Morris, who work s in a p las­ 
tic bag p lant in Des Moines, 
called p olice to tak e him to a 
hosp ital 
after

accident 
Wednesday . He was treated for 
head lacerations and minor 
chest injuries. 
Of his daughtor, Morris said: 
“I’m p retty p roud of her.”

Based on hair gathered from a bed in room M9 at the 
Nachusa House, Manuel “Rock y ” Terronez was the only 
p erson m the bed, according to testimony from J. Carston 
R jl^ g , lab sup ervisor with the Dlinois Bureau of Identifi­ 
cation. Rily ing took the stand this morning as the 23rd 
state witness, as the murder trial of Mrs. Felip a Garcia 
42, went into its fifth day . 
The victim’s body was found May 15 in the motel 
room, dead from a gunshot wound to the left temp le Ter­ 
ronez was a Sterling Police officer. 
A fingerp rint analy st, Jacqueline Fracaro, exp ected 
to testify this afternoon, may wrap up the state’s case, 
p utting the trail into its second week . No session had been 
scheduled for Saturday . 
Rily ing said he found five hairs on a bedsheet given 
hini by John Hansen, the crime scene technician who 
garnered evidence from the room and who later p ulled 
hairs from the victim. Based on his examination, Rily ing 
said “they ap p ear to have originated from the same 
source.” 
Rily ing also analy zed cigarette butts found in the mo­ 
tel room and comp ared them with cigarettes seized dur­ 
ing the execution of a search warrant at Mrs. Garcia’s 
R <^ Falls home. He identified both as being Pall Mall 100 
millimeter menthol brands. Ggarette butts were tak en 
from a hall closet trash can in the Garcia home. Earlier 
testimony from the victim’s daughter, Vick y Terronez, 
revealed her father quit smok ing, however, once in a 
^ i l e he would smok e a cigarette, “the same brand Mrs. 
Garcia smok ed.” 
Under microscop ic analy zation, three of the hairs 
were from the head region, whUe two were determined to 
be p ubic hairs, Rily ing testified. 
Evidence introduced to the courtroom on Thursday 
was handed Rily ing one at a tíme as he identified the con­ 
tents. 
The items included ashes, burned tobacco and a Pall 
Mall cigarette p ack age found in the room, along with a 
^ tio n of rug, a sheet, p olice clothing, $1.09 in coins, un­ 
derwear, sock s and shoes, and a burn^ match, and from 
^ e Garcia home, ashes, burned tobacco and two p ack s of 
Pall Mall cigarettes, all of which were examinea by Ril­ 
y ing. 
While testify ing, Rily ing p ulled a p iece of p ap er from 
inside a p amp hlet found in a coat p ock et of a y ellow rain­ 
coat which Hansen gathered from the room. Ap p arently 
Rily ing overlook ed check ing the p ock ets while he exam­ 
ined the article at the crime lab. Tlie contents of the p ap er 
was not disclosed.

Johnson complains 
about fire performance 


Ralp h Johnson, owner of Johnson’s 
Wreck ing Yard, Rt. 3, has registered a com­ 
p laint about the p erformance of the Dixon 
Rural Fire Dep artment in a blaze Monday 
which destroy ed a building on his p rop erty . 
Johnson claims that it took the dep artment 
25 minutes to get to the scene after the initial 
call was made. 
“We waited 15 minutes after we first 
called them,” alleges Johnson, “when my 
son, a volunteer fireman at Grand Detour, 
said he felt we had better buzz Grand Detour. 
Dixon Rural truck s finally arrived 25 minutes 
after we first made the call.” 
Johnson said faulty equip ment further 
hamp ered efforts to start fighting the blaze. 
“The doors of the truck were frozen,” he 
claims. “We had to beat on them for two or 
three minutes to get the hoses out. I was rea­ 
dy to go get a sledge hammer ” 
Dixon Rural Chief Ed Voss deni^ that it 
took the truck s 25 minutes to get to the scene. 
“Our radio records show we made the run 
in seven minutes,” he exp laim i. 
He further denied any trouble with the 
doors of the truck . 
“These things work easily ,” he claimed. 
“All y ou have to do is p ush the latch and 
they ^l fall op en.” 
Tuesday , Dixon Rural returned to the 


Johnson wreck ing y ard after a comp laint that 
a fire being utilized to thaw frozen ground for 
excavation for a truck scale was creating a 
nuisance. 
Voss went to the scene first to tell Johnson 
that there had been a comp laint. 
Voss exp lained: “We have to answer these 
comp laints. I went first to investigate. Smok e 
from burning tires was rolling right down a 
ravine and was disturbing neighbors.” I went 
back to my car and called fur a truck to come 
up and douse the fire. The truck was there in 
13 minutes. We mak e these k ind of runs with­ 
out siren and lights.” 


Johnson, too, say s the second run only took 
13 minutes, but say s that was the main basis 
of his comp laint. 
“They took 25 minutes for the fire call and 
only 13 minutes for the comp laint call. If Dix­ 
on Rural rt^p onded to fire calls as rap idly as 
they do to fire comp laint calls, they would 
sure save a lot more p rop erty .” 
Johnson further say s that on the comp laint 
call, Voss was imp olite, abusive and used foul 
language. 
Voss contends he was p olite. “One of the 
guy s there tried to give me a hard tim e,” he 
said, “and told me I was try ing to tak e money 
out of his ^ k e t , but I was p olite.”

State’s Atty . Patrick Ward motioned for the evidence 
to be admitted shortly before the noon recess. Defense 
Atty . Henry Dixon was exp ected to cross-examine the wit­ 
ness this afternoon. 
Six fingerp rints were lifted from the motel room by 
Hansen. Mrs. Fracaro, a Joliet-based analy st.was exp ect- 
^ to testify to the results of a comp arison test with those 
tingerp rints obtained from Mrs. Garcia during execution 
of a court order May 16. 
Steve Dauen, Sterling, a p ersonal friend of Terronez 
testified earlier today . Dauen told of loaning Terronez his 
gun in late March, a .38 caliber Smith and Wesson revol­ 
ver. The bullet removed from a p illow beneath the vic­ 
tim ’s head was a .38 caliber ty p e, according to earlier tes­ 
timony . No weap on has been found. 
The p ossibility of a robbery motive was brought out 
during testimony Thursday from John Hansen, crime 
scene technician. “Wouldn’t y ou say from items missing 
from the crime scene, a gun and money , that these are 
consistent with the theory of robbery ? ” Dixon ask ed. “Not 
necessarily —it is p ossible,” Hansen stated. 
Hansen was excused from the stand shortly after 4 
p .m., following 6Mi hours of testimony . Hansen was called 
from his Rock Island office to investigate the crime scene 
and gather evidence. 
Contradictory statements were entered into evidence 
earlier concerning the p osition of the sheet covering the 
body . Hansen said the body was covered by a sheet and 
blank et from the waist down. Dixon ask ed whether it 
would be p ossible for someone to observe his feet? He re­ 
p lied “Yes.” “And how would that be p ossible?” “By 
someone having altered the sheet.” 
“By altering, they have to tuck it in?” Dixon contin­ 
ued. “No, I don’t think y ou’d have to tuck it in, just move 
them back and forth,” Hansen rep lied. 
Earlier testimony from Sheriff Ray Nehring and 
Oiief Dep uty Gene Lutz brought out that the two men, 
firet called to the crime scene, lifted the sheet to deter­ 
mine if Terronez held a weap on in his hands. 
Referring to fingerp rints which Hansen lifted from 
articl^ insick the motel room, Dixon established that fin- 
gerfxints, under a c(xitrolled situation could remain intact 
for 40y ears. “You don’t k now when it (the p rint on a sink ) 
was imp rinted, whether it was before, during or after cir­ 
cumstances which surrounded the death?” Hansen re­ 
p lied, “No, sir.” 
A trace metal detection test p erformed on the victim’s 
hands indicated the right hand had come in contact with 
metal. Hansen mentioned the p ossibility of aluminum. 
TTie mark was three-fourths of an inch in size, Hansen tes- 


tified 
A watch, believed to belong to Terronez and found in 
the room, stop p ed running at 4:38 p .m. May 15, the day the 
body was found. Hansen said he ran two tests on the self­ 
winding watch. After wearing it for five day s he took the 
watch off. It ran in that p osition for 33 hours and 39 min­ 
utes. Fully wound the timep iece ran for 4D/îî hours, Han­ 
sen said. Ap p ly ing the test resulU to the watch, it indi­ 
cates the watch was either tak en from the victim’s wrist 
and p laced on a desk top in the room at ap p roximately 7 
a.m. May 14 or was fully wound at ap p roximately 9 p .m. 
May 13 and p laced on the desk . 
Earlier testimony from Hansen brought out the p res­ 
ence of a p olice jack et and shirt, both containing a badge 
and Sterling Police emblem, found drap ed over a chair in 
the room. Dixon re-surfaced the fact, ap p arently to re­ 
fresh jurors’ minds concerning earlier testimony from E. 
Calvert Arold, night clerk at the Nachusa House. Arold 
testified Tuesday Terronez check ed into the motel wear­ 
ing a dark jack et. He indicated there were no p olice m ark ­ 
ings on the victim’s clothing. 
Hansen said the weap on used left a muzzle mark 
around the wound, showing it was held very close or p er­ 
hap s p ressed against the victim’s left temp le. Dixon ask ed 
if the weap on could have been held a further distance, two 
inches. Hansen rep lied “No, may be a sixteenth or an 
eighth of an inch.” 
Referring back to a color slide, lo w ing the blood- 
drenched body , Dixon questioned the color of the blood, 
which after death settles to the lower p ortion of the body . 
He p ointed to a dark ened sp ot on the top of the victim’s 
right arm in attemp ts to show the body was p ossibly 
moved after the shooting. Ward fired back , p ointing to the 
slide, and ask ed Hansen if the mark could be a shadow in 
the p hotograp h. Hansen rep lied, "Yes.” 
Testimwiy followed from Michael Kreiser, crime lab 
sup ervisor with the Illinois Bureau of IdenÜfication, 
Sp ringfield. Kreiser identified a bullet found lodged in a 
p illow beneath the victim’s head as a .38 caliver. Kreiser 
said the bullet could have been fired from a Smith and 
W e ^ n .38 caliber sp ecial, the ty p e Sterling Police use. 
“ It is p ossible,” K a is e r said. Howevo*, under cross ex­ 
amination from Dixon, Kreiser identified 10 other mak es 
of weap ons from which the bullet could have been fired. 
Dixon concluded by say ing “there is no way y ou could tell 
the p recise weap on?” “That is correct.” 
In his op ening statement to jurors Tuesday morning, 
Ward said the state’s case would be p resented similar to a 
jigsaw p uzzle, one which would be p ieced together at the 
conclusion of the trial.

WEST ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) 
A p rop ane storage tank ex­ 
p loded in the middle of a large 
ap artment comp lex early to­ 
day , heavily damaging two 
ap artment buildings. Author­ 
ities said at least four p ersons 
were k illed and nine injured. 
Officials said the exp losion 
occurred as firemen arrived on 
the scene to fight a fire which 
had brok en out on a tank er 
truck loading the storage tank . 
Most ap artment residents had 
been evacuated before the ex­ 
p losion 
but 
authorities 
ex­ 
p ressed concern that some may 
have been trap p ed in the build­ 
ing by the exp lc^ion. 
The k nown dead included 
three firemen and a woman 
resident of one of the buildings. 
Of the injured, four were ad­ 
mitted to hosp itals, at least one 
of them in critical condition. 


Five others were treated and 
released. 
The exp losion, which 
oc­ 
curred about 12:30a.m., sent a 
huge fireball into the air that 
could be seen in downtown St. 
Paul, some four miles away . 
The storage tank held 10,000 
gallons and the tank er truck 
had a cap acity of 16,000 gal­ 
lons, said Russell Scheibel, di­ 
rector of p ublic safety . 
With temp eratures at 6 de­ 
grees below zero, flames swep t 
the 66-unit Bellows Court ap art­ 
ment building and sp read to the 
33-unit Charlton Arms building, 
both 
three-story 
structures. 
Only a shell of the Bellows 
Court building was left intact, 
the fire when the tank blew up . 
An estimated 7 50 families 
were evacuated from 15 ap art­ 
ment buildings in a four-block 
area as a p recautionary meas­ 


ure. 
Fire Chief Don Hove rep orted 
about 6 a.m. that the fire had 
been brought under control and 
the danger of another exp losion 
had ap p arently p assed. 
Jerry Bertsch, who lived in 
an ap artment near the ex­ 
p losion scene, said, “The fire­ 
men were just about to sp ray 
A fireball went at least 150 feet 
into the air.” 
Charles Deutsch said he and 
his wife, Evely n, were awak ­ 
ened by the Bellows Court 
building manager and his wife 
running up and down the hall­ 
way s to sound the alarm. 


Deutsch said their building 
was already burning badly and 
when they reached the op p <^te 
end of the building, “it blew 
sk y high. We ran fw our car 
and got it and drove out of 
there.”

Will 1974 see the public putting 
the banks back in the doghouse? 
Could be—because of the direction in 
which some are going. 
This is a million miles from being 
an anti-banker article. I know too 
many courageous bankers—actual 
heroes, when need be—and know 
them well. The essense of a banker's 
profession is the weighing of charac­ 
ter and capability ; not merely mak­ 
ing loans by the book. True, there 
are bankers who give you an um­ 
brella on a sunny day and the first 
wet day want it back. But they are 
relatively few. 
Moreover, it is unfair for the pub­ 
lic to blame banks for today’s high 
interest rates. Interest is merely the 
rent on the money. When the rent on 
money is high it is the same as if the 
rent on houses is high. The high rate 
is not a cause of the inflation. It is 
the result of the inflation. 
But, this said, it is equally true 
that 1974 can easily be a critical year 
for the banking brotherhood and the 
public that is a borrower. 
Underneath the marble-hall, qui­ 
et stateliness, banking is an intense­ 
ly competitive business. It just looks 
different on the surface, that’s all. 
And one competitive result has been 
a ^adual erosion in the guardian­ 
ship of the public interest. 
Consumer spending accounts for 
about two-thirds of the Gross Na­ 
tional Product, which is now around 
$1 trillion annually. And hand in 
hand with this, bank after bank 
across our country rushes to TV and 
seems to glamorize debt. 
It dramatically urges all viewers 
not to worry; just to expand their 
consumer-borrowing for whatever 
goodies they desire. 
Well, the word debt derives from 
the same Latin root as death. “The 
borrower,’’ it is noted even is the 
Book of Proverbs, “ is servant to the 
lender.’’ 
Through debt you can learn how 
salty is another man’s bread, how 
hard it is to go up and down another 
man’s stair. 
Instead of glamorizing, oversim­ 
plifying and promoting debt, don’t 
all banks have an obligation to point 


out that personal bank debt should 
be incurred only in emergencies, or 
at least with grave reluctance, and 
that the trouble with debt is that we 
must repay it? 
Hasn’t every bank some duty to 
caution us that the loan is not easy 
money—oh, no—and that every 
nickel we borrow can be terribly, 
terribly hard to repay? 
As of January, with ail the uncer­ 
tainties in 1974, the American con­ 
sumer has run up consumer debts to 
an all-time high. 
A record proportion of the aver­ 
age American household’s income is 
being taken up by interest charges 
and the repayments on mortgages 
and installment loans. 
These debts eat up about 23 per 
cent of the after-tax income of the 
average American. 
This full 23 cents out of every af­ 
ter-tax dollar is now already com­ 
mitted in advance for debts previ­ 
ously contracted and the interest 
on them. 


Personal debt is now overwhelm­ 
ingly the largest part of the average 
household’s financial structure. 
More credit cards (160 million) 
were mailed out last year than there 
are adults in the United States. And 
as for banks, an estimated one out of 
four now offers credit cards—shout­ 
ing “ Come and get it!’’ like chuck- 
wagon cooks to the cowpunchers on 
the range—and all in spite of the bite 
that debt puts on today’s average 
American. 
The (Charge of the Light Brigade: 
You need a Tennyson to salvage 
anything from this blitzkrieg. 
As sure as the Lord made little 
apples, if the energy crisis or any­ 
thing else pinches the country’s 1974 
economic shoe and debt repayment 
problems arise, the public will not 
blame itself. It will most certainly, 
and most humanly, blame the banks 
and bankers. 
It hasn’t been too long since they 
were in the public’s doghouse. And 
the good, wise banking brotherhood 
can stay out of the doghouse this 
time only if the debt glamorizers re­ 
verse their theme and preach 
Thrift—thrift with a capital T.

ITEFLECTIONS- For the most 
of the time since the people of Spain 
who knew the works of Saaverda de 
Cervantes passed from this earth, 
his novel, which found a place in the 
literary classics of the West, has 
been forgotten by our modern com­ 
mon cultures. 
Cervantes, also known as Miguel 
de, died in 1616, a year after his 
great work, Don Quixote, was pub­ 
lished. 
Before the Man from La Mancha, 
which is in southern Castile, gave 
Orvantes and the Knight of the 
Doleful Countenance a cultural res­ 
urrection, Don Quixote and the 
phrase of tilting at windmills crept 
into our speech as an idiom indicat­ 
ing an inept or futile effort. 
Cervantes was born near Madrid 
in 1547, the son of a doctor, and his 
life started during the last era of the 
golden age of Castile and though he 
did not live a long time by modern 
standards, before death he wit­ 
nessed the beginning of the fall from 
the golden age. 
The defeat of the Spanish Ar­ 
mada in 1663 by the British ended 
Clastile as a world power and the age 
of chivalry for which Don Quixote 
longed has never returned to Spain. 
Don Quixote is autobiographical 
to some degree and also captures the 
sentiment of many of Cervantes’ 
countrymen who longed for the re­ 
turn of the fading age of greatness. 
The challenge to impossible 
greatness in the lyric “The Impossi­ 
ble Dream,’’ and the nostalgic chi­ 
valry of Quixote as he and his squire 
Sancho Panza set off on the pilgrim­ 
age which gave birth to the Knight of 
the Doleful Countenance, present 
the dream to recover what has been 
culturally lost. 
Spain by the time of Orvantes 
had become a Mediterranean power 
by the acquisition of Naples and Sic­ 
ily and some holdings in North Afri­ 
ca and by conquest of the Indies. 
The wealth of the country was 
swelled by the then-recent discovery 
of the Potosi silver mines and by the 
flow of silver from the Southern 
Western Hemisphere where the con­ 
quistadors had overrun an advanced 
Indian culture. 
By the mid-17th century the flow 
of silver into Spanish coffers had 
sharply dropped and an age of plen­ 
ty began to come to an end. 
Cervantes’ personal life was little 
more spectacular than Don Qui­ 
xote’s; he had no patron and lacked 
a business sense and never became 
rich. 
At various times he worked as a 
tax collector in Andalusia, but his in­ 
ability to keep his accounts straight 
sent him to jail. 
For those familiar with Don Qui­ 
xote or the Man from La Mancha, 
Orvantes organizes the tale in pris­ 
on and portrays himself as an actor. 
Using the sometimes reluctant 
prisoners to people his tale, Orvan­ 
tes works out the scenes of Don Qui­ 
xote. 
Couched beneath the question 
raised by Quixote whether it is not 
more sane to seek to be motivated by 
unreality than to accept the burden 
of the reality which carries the mix­ 
ture of good and evil and human 
limitations, is the haunting spectre 
of the past rose-shrouded time seen 
more chivalrous and desirable than 
it really was. 
The Spain which Don Quixote 
longed for fell because of rampant 
inflation set off by importation of sil­ 
ver from South American mines, 
from a society biased toward osten­ 
tation, the CTiurch and bought of­ 
fices, the army, and not based on 
business investments. 
One commentator has character­ 
ized the dilemma of old Castile by 
recalling it was a country which con­ 
sulted theologians on the construc­ 
tion of canals who deplored them as 
being contrary to God’s will. 
The semi-arid country desperate­ 
ly needed irrigation canals for Spain* 
to become more independent in pro­ 
ducing its own food supplies, as well 
as commodities for export. 
It was a society which could not 
survive the Renaissance without be­ 
ing delegated to a lesser nation, but 
this does not detract from the great 
story or the plaintive plea by the 
Knight of the Doleful Countenance 
from calling us to be better than we 
are.

Nix on's 12 c ris e s 
No. 5: De bate with Khrus hc he v 


The fifth of what Nixon 
calls his “ Six Crises” oc­ 
curred in July, 1959 during a 
visit to the Soviet Union. The 
morning after he arrived in 
Moscow, Nixon met with So­ 
viet Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev in the Kremlin. 
Following preliminary 
ceremonies, 
Khrushchev 
abruptly ordered all report­ 
ers and photographers out of 
the room and began to har­ 
angue Nixon about the Cap­ 
tive 
Nations 
resolution 
which had recently been 
passed by Congress, a reso­ 
lution which Khrushchev 
saw as a “serious provoca­ 
tion.” 


Nixon later wrote that he 
was surprised by Khrush­ 
chev’s unexpected attack 
and shocked by his vehe­ 
mence and profanity. 
Shortly after this private 
meeting, Khrushchev and 
Nixon strolled together 
through an American exhib­ 
it in Moscow. At one point, 
they paused in a model 
kitchen and, before a bat­ 
tery of videotape cameras, 
launched into a harsh de­ 
bate on the merits of capi­ 
talism versus communism 
which shocked reporters. 
Nixon recalled in “Six 
O ises” that the climax of 
the debate occurred when 


Khrushchev jammed his 
thumb into Nixon’s chest 
and accused the American 
military leaders of wanting 
to destroy the Soviet Union. 
“ I knew that now was the 
time to strike back,” Nixon 
wrote. “Otherwise I would 
leave the impression . . . 
that I, the second highest of­ 
ficial of the United States, 
and the government I repre­ 
sented were dealing with 
Khrushchev from a position 
of weakness . . . I had to be 
firm without being belliger­ 
ent, a most difficult posture 
to preserve.” 
Nixon told the premier 
that neither country should 


ever force relations to a 
point of showdown, that if a 
Soviet-American 
nuclear 
war were ever to break out, 
“we would both be losers.” 
Eventually, the debate 
subsided and the two re­ 
sumed amiable, diplomatic 
conversation. But, in retro­ 
spect, Nixon recalled the 
moment not only as “ one of 
the major personal crises of 
my life but . . . as a case 
study of the crisis of World 
Communism. In the person 
of 
Nikita 
Khrushchev, 
‘Cbmmunist Man’ at his 
best, I had seen Commu­ 
nism inaction.”

Sands torm within Arab mind

“ . . . It is almost impossible for 
an Arab to come to an agreement in 
direct confrontation with an oppo­ 
nent. Given the Arab tradition of in­ 
vective and proclivity to boasting 
and verbal exaggeration, any face- 
to-face encounter between two ad­ 
versaries is likely to aggravate the 
dispute rather than constitute a step 
toward its settlement. 
“The function of the mediator, 
therefore, is first of all to separate 
the fittin g sides, to make it physi­ 
cally impossible for them to contin­ 
ue the conflict, to force them to stop 
fighting, and at the same time to en­ 
able them to do so without incurring 
the shame of exhibiting weakness or 
admitting defeat.” 
Although the author of these 
words is speaking of Arab vs. Arab 
disputes on an individual or local 
level, they hold true also in the inter­ 
national sphere. This has been the 
history of war-cease-fire, war-cease- 
fire in the Middle East for the past 25 
years, culminating in the current at­ 
tempt in I^neva to resolve the Arab- 
Israeli impasse. 
The quotation is from a book, 
“The Arab Mind,” by Arabist Raph­ 
ael Patai, now a teacher of anthro­ 
pology at Farleigh Dickinson Uni­ 
versity. 


The psychological portrait of the 
Arabs drawn by Pata is a fascinat­ 
ing and frustrating one—of a people 
at once proud and idealistic yet con­ 
scious of its technological retarda­ 
tion and social stagnation, prone to 
bursts of violence yet with a long 
tradition of peaceful mediation. 
In their repression of women and 
their sexual pruitanism, the Arabs 
make the Victorians look like hip­ 
pies. Their need to preserve “face” 
at all costs puts the Orientals to 
shame. 
They are a people whose lan­ 
guage lends itself to florid rhetoric 
and overstatement, even among the 
uneducated, encouraging them to 
substitute words for deeds, and 
which makes no clear distinction be­ 
tween past and present. 
The modern Arab mind reflects 
more the pre-Islamic ethos of the 
Bedouin tribes than it does the stric­ 
tures of the Koran. Among those 
Bedouin virtues are manliness, per­ 
sonal honor and fierce loyalties (“ I 
against my brother; I and my broth­ 
er against my cousin, I and my cous­ 
ing against the world,” goes an Arab 
saying), but also hospitality to the 
stranger in the camp. 
Once it was the Arabs who were 
the custodians and improvers of the 
world’s store of knowledge while the 


infidel “ Franks” slumbered. Today 
the situation is reversed. 
Since nothing 
happens 
but 
through the will of Allah, their back­ 
wardness is cause for shame among 
the Arabs. Yet because they are only 
human—but seemingly possessing 
all the faults and foibles of human 
beings to an exaggerated degree 
they tend to blame outside forces for 
their failings. 
Indeed, it is because of their one­ 
time military and cultural superiori­ 
ty to the West, suggest Patai, that 
the Arabs, alone of all former colo­ 
nial peoples, are imbutKl with deep- 
seated resentment of the West while 
at the same time they are conscious 
of the nece.ssity to change and adapt 
in the face of its challenges. 
“Thus while opposing the West, 
and often hating it. the Arab world 
sees itself through Western specta­ 
cles. It compares all its areas of 
achievement with those of the West, 
and wherever it falls short of thè 
West it feels itsi*lf wanting 
"This is the predicament of the 
Arab world in the last third of the 
20th century.” 
“The Arab Mind” should be re­ 
quired reading for the negotiators 
American, Russian and Israeli as 
w'ell as Arab in Geneva.

Doctor 
Says:

DEAR DR. LAMB— I have 
been on a diet for almost three 
weeks now. 1 have only lost two 
pounds. I weigh 128 right now. I 
feel that I am starving myself. I 
eat approximately 1300 calories 
a day and exercise every day. 
I’m 25 years old and very ac­ 
tive. I’ve got a huge stomach 
and roll around my waist and 
big things. 
Is dieting more effective than 
exercise? Am I still consuming 
too many calories? What would 
you suggest? Also, I love dry 
toasted sunflower seeds. Are 
they really good for you and do 
they contain a lot of calories? 
D EAR REA D ER — You 
didn’t say how tall you are, so it 
is more difficult for me to judge 
just how overweight you might 
be. You are, though, a typical 
example of people who run the 
risk of really damaging their 
health by the type of diet pro­ 
gram they pursue. 
Young, active people on 1600 
calories a day lt»e weight, but 
also have serious health prob­ 
lems develop, including loss of 
muscles, hair, sex drive and 
ability and personality chang­ 
es. I can’t speak out too strong­ 
ly about the ill-advised practice 
of overly-restricted diets. You 
have some protection if you 
have excess fat since those cal­ 
ories will be used in the proc­ 
ess, but you and everyone else 
should be careful about overdo­ 
ing the diet bit. 
You also represent a common 
problem in weight reduction, 
the failure to lose weight at the 
beginning of the program. It is 
not unusual for the fat to be 
u.sed, and the water that is 
formed in converting the fat to 
energy be retained in the body. 
As a result, it may be three 
weeks before any real change 
appears on the scales. 
Then there is a sudden elimi­ 
nation of lots of water with a 
significant weight loss. Another 
period may follow when there is 
no apparent weight loss, then 
another sudden drop. People of­ 
ten lose weight like this, with 
plateau periods of no weight 
loss for several weeks. When 
they don’t understand this, they 
get discouraged and stop the di­ 
et or cut down even further on 
calories. 
I am convinced that no one 
should be on a diet for more 
than a week that has less than 
1500 calories without being un­ 
der a physician’s care. You can 
do too much damage to yourself 
with 
the 
do-it-yourself pro­ 
grams. 
The other point is to be con­ 
tent with a slow loss. More than 
two pounds a week is too much, 
too fast after the initial de­ 
crease from elimination of re­ 
tained food residue and loss of 
water. If you insist on being on 
such a restricted diet, you can 
expect problems, including loss 
of en«-gy and perhaps even 
your health. 
Exercise is a wonderful way 
to lose weight. I would prefer 
that you have a better diet and 
exercise more each day and 
that exercise should include as 
much walking as you can get 
into your program. 
I ’m skeptical about how 
many calories you are eating. 
Sunflower seeds are a good 
source of polyunsaturated tat. 
They are very high in cal(H*ies as 
are all nuts, and I would not 
recommend them for anyone on 
a calorie restricted reducing 
diet.

From 
coast to coast the lament is the 
sam e: they c a n’t sell the big 
cars already in stock and they 
c a n’t get small cars to sell. 
An Associated Press survey 
also shows that the price of the 
big used c a r is dropping almost 
every day it sits on the lot, 
while the price of compacts, 
which use less fuel, is climbing.

The situation has prompted 
dealers to lay off salesmen 
tem porarily in some parts of 
the country .

(SPAIN) 


Although reigning majestically over the heart 


of the city for over 750 years, this noble edifice is 


now merely a forlorn reminder o f Spain's most glor­ 


ious days. Toledo, home of El Greco, is 40 miles 
southwest ol Madrid in the heart of the nation. Now 


city of about 
38,000, it once teemed with a 


population many times greater. Swash buckling ad­ 


venturers returned in treasure-laden galleons from 
their exploits o f conquest in far away lands. Hut 


now, aside from its production of the remarkable 


“ Toledo blades" swords, the city depends chiefly 
on tourism for existence. 


Built on the site o f a sixth-century Visigothic 
church, the edifice became a mosque when the Moors 
captured Toledo in 712 A.D . Spain was reconquered 


by the Christians in 1085 and, in 1226, under the 
reign of King Ferdinand III. this church took the 


splendid form it preserves today. 


The main structure was completed in 1493— 


an imposing combination o f architectural styles, due 
to the extensive period of its construction and vary­ 


ing influences of its architects. In respect to the 


latter, the principal architects were Alvar Martinex 
and Hanequin de Egas. 


Although impressive in stxe: 446 ft. long; 


207 ft. wide; a 102 ft. high nave; and 2 spiked spires 


reaching to 295 ft. (the south frontal tower was 


capped with an oriental dome - the design of Enrique 


de Egas), the true glories of Toledo cathedral lie 
within. 


Interiorly, more than six centuries of sculp­ 
tural skill and masterful artistry by almost 200 o f 


Europe's greatest artisans transformed this edifice 
into one of the richest art treasure houses in the 


world. Among these incomparable adornments are: 
8 portals which are wonders of Gothic structure; 5 


grand aisles; 84 massive columns; 
750 magnificent stained-glass w in ­ 


dows depicting scripture scenes 


and 
incidents 
in 
the lives of 


Spanish saints (executed by such 


eminent artistsas El Greco, Titian 


and G oya); a colossal 85-fr. high 


sculpture - one of the world's 


largest — in the sanctuary: The 


“ Transparency", created by Nar 


cisco Tom e’. 1720 to 1732; 20 


chapels, each with a fabulous 


history - including the beautiful J 


chapel of Our Lady of the Sane- * 
tuary where an ancient and much-

Mary reposes, adorned on festive 
occasions with a priceless mantel 
embroidered with 21 pounds of 
pearl dust, 85,000 pearls, and an

The Duk es look ed their best since the start of the sea­ 
son. They seemed to exude confidence. 


Dixon Coach Ron Semetis was pleased and very hope­ 
ful when he commented, ‘T’m happy with these guy s.

CHICAGO (AP)— The (Tiicago Cubs are 
stripped of their fat-cat image, but Manager 
Whitey Lock man doesn’t think he is confront­ 
ed by a rebuilding job in the coming National 
League season. 
‘T’m happ« - with our personnel now than 1 
was a y ear ago and I think we will be a con­ 
tender this season,” Lock man said at the 
Cubs’ winter news confwence Thursday . 
It was the first free-for-all interview ses­ 
sion for Lock man since the Cub houseclean- 
ing after the 1973 campaign which sent such 
established pay roilers as Ron Santo, Fergu­ 
son Jenk ins, Glenn Beck ert, Randy Hundley 
and Bob Lock er to other pastures. 
Lock man, whose (Xibs last season finsihed 
fifth in the NL East race, five games behind 
the pennant-winning New York Mets, conced­ 
ed a wide-open scrap for positions looms in 


spring training. 
But he asserted the Cubs, with the accent 
on newly achieved speed, will have as good a 
chance as any body in the NL East chase this 
season. 
Cub newcomers include Bill Madlock and 
Vic Harris from the Texas Rangers, Jerry 
Morales from the San Diego Padres, George 
Mitterwald from the Minnesota Twins, Hora- 
cio Pina from the Oak land A’s, and Steve 
Stone, Ken Frailing, Jim Kremmel and Steve 
Swisher from the Chicago White Sox. 
About the only holdovers certain of jobs 
are shortstop Don Kessinger and outfielders 
Billy Williams, Jose Cardenal and Rick Mon­ 
day , with Williams a distinct possibility at the 
long-troublesome first-base spot. 
‘T wrote a letter to sq uad members a week 
ago reminding them there would be a lot of 
changes on the club this season,” said Lock ­ 
man, starting his second full Cub season since

“I said the competition for positions would 
be wide open and that they should come to 
spring training in the best shape possible. 
"I don’t think we are retHiilding. I think we 
are a lot-improved club from a psy chological 
viewpoint, for one thing, and I think we will 
have more deto'mination in spring training 
than we ever saw before.” 
As far as the 1974 NL East race is con­ 
cerned, Lock man stressed that the division 
was a .500 battle almost from top to bottom 
last season and that none of the contenders 
could be counted out this y ear. 
“Pittsburgh and St. Louis made some 
changes which could help them, but we didn’t 
exactly stand still either,” said Lock man. 
“We have acq uired speed and we plan to 
utilize it with stolen bases and hit-and-run 
tactics. We aren’t going to sit back with a hit- 


it-out-of-the-park attitude any m ore.” 
Lock man said the infield would be re ­ 
shaped around shortstop Kessinger with 
Madlock , Carmen Fanzone or versatile Paul 
Popovich at third base replacing Santo and 
r^opi)vich, Harris or Dave Rosello at second 
base succeeding Beck ert.

W ASHINGTON (A P ) — Cam­ 
paign reform is an issue Con­ 
gress will be facing twice this 
year; first at the Capitol, then 
at the polls. 
L^islation to control political 
fund raising and limit cam ­ 
paign spending is on House and 
Senate agendas. New reform 
proposals are likely by spring, 
all in response to the Watergate 
scandals. 
At the same time, political 
ethics and financing loom as 
significant issues in the coming 
congressional election cam ­ 
paign. Public opinion surveys 
show declining confidence in 
government. One poll, commis­ 
sioned by a Senate committee, 
said that situation has reached 


crisis proportions. 
This comes in a year that 
will see most House members, 
and some senators, run for re- 
election. So in acting on cam­ 
paign finance bills, they will be 
dealing with measures likely to 
affect immediately their own 
political activities. 
So far, the pace of reform 
has been slow, despite the pres­ 
sures created by Watergate.

The Senate Rules Committee 
has promised to come up with 
a new public finance bill by 
Feb. 
21, 
but 
prospects

enactment are uncertain. 
The key bill in 1974 is likely 
to be the final version of the 
one the Senate passed in Ju ly 
of 1973. It would limit cam ­ 
paign spending to the equiva­ 
lent of 10 cents for each eligible 
voter in primaries and 15 cents 
in general elections. Those ceil­ 
ings would cover congressional 
as well as presidential cam­ 
paigns. 
In addition, the Senate bill 


would limit contributions so 
that an individual could give no 
more than $3,000 to the cam­ 
paign of a candidate for federal 
office. 
An 
additional 
$3,000 
could be given to the candi­ 
date’s primary campaign. 
Nobody could give more than 
$25,000 in any year to all candi­ 
dates for federal office.
